Eprror Axtzona Mixsr:—Urged by busi- 
ness, T left thig place late last fall on a visit 
to La Paz; business over, T retraced my way 
for your plensant and healthy town. On the 
way I stopped at McPherson to rest myself 
and jaded horse. Great was my surprise to 
see such a change in so short a time. Camp 
MePherson,called after the dashing and chiv- 
alrous General McPherson, is situated on 
Date Creek, and directly opposite a lofty 
peak known as Big Rump’s Look Out, in bon- 
orof the savage and bloodthirsty Apache 
Chieftain and raider of that name, a name 
well known to every bold, hardy and enter- 
piising settler in this fair region of country. 
This camp, so far famed as the abode of 
sickness during the past summer, presents ; 
how quite a different appearance to what it 
did a few months back; comfortable log houses 
now cover the ground formerly occupied by 
the httle willow huts, and which appeared to 
travelers s0 much like an Indian rancheria. 
It i laid off im streets, and kept most seru- 
pulously clean, the quarters for the men, un- 
hke barrack rooms, in general, are seperate, 
cach room or house capable of accommodating 
| eight men with comfort, each room has gota ‘ 
fire-place; in place of shingles, the houses are 
covered with canvass, Dividing the men into 
small squads is an excellent arrangement, 
jagreeable to the soldier, and conducive to 
| health, and should be adupted at every post. 
It enables the quiet, orderly and senior mem- | 
| bers of a company to get together and enjoy 
ther otima cum dignitate, where they will not 
be annoyed by the noisy, rolicking conduct 
| of their juvenile and light-hearted compan- 
ions-in-arms ; it also enables the latter par- 
ty to enjoy themselves free from molestation 
and the growls of old soldiers, providing 
their hilarity does not become so uproarious 
as to reach the commander's ears or any of |

thoroughfare is now free from the presence of 
the dusky freebooter and Murderer, and Bell's 
Cañon, the Thermopylæ of ‘Arizona, is no 
longer considered the impassable and danger- 
ous place of former days.

Letter from General Palmer. 


What He Says of Northern Arizona and the 
Thirty-Fifth Parallel Railroad Rovte, which 
Passes Directly Through It. 


The Missouri Republican, of a recent date, 
contained the following letter from General 
Palmer, on the ronte recently surveyed by 
him through the counties of Yavapai and Mo- 
have, in this Territory, the tone of which, 
together with the remarks of the Republican, 
prefacing it, cannot but cheer and encourage 
our people. That paper says: z 


We have, during the week, printed three 
letters from General Palmer, the Treasurer of 
the Union Pacifle Railroad, E D., who for 
several months, has been engaged in directing 
the operations of the surveying parties which 
were sent vut to explore and locate, 1n a gen- 
eral way, a line from Pond Creek, southwest, 
to Albuquerque, thence westward to Califor- 
nia Jt appears from the letters we have 
printed, and from others received. that no 
where on the continent of America can a line 
of such length be found, which combines, in 
such large degice, the advantages of easy 
grades, facile mountain passes, abundant tim- 
her, material eleménts attractive to popula- 
tion, superb climate, the most delightful of 
summers, the mildest of winters, and freedom 
from obstructions occasioned by snow. We 
have other letters from General Palmer to 
present, which shed additional light on the 
subject and should direct the attention of the 
nation to this route with the purpose to turn 
it to immediate account, by facilitatmg the 
construction of a railroad across it by liberal 
national subsidies. The letter below, touches 
briefly on these points.

My Desr Mr. Guren»  Iireceived your

The above letter was written by General 
Palmer to O. 8. Greeley, Esq., one of the di- 
rectors of the road, and contains nothing but 
the truth. Let our people be of goot cheer; 
Government will, must help to build this 
road, which, owing to varions causes, will be 
the only national highway from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific, that can be used by Goverment 
and people the year round. Interested par- 
ties may intrigue as much as they please for 
the adoption of the route via the 32d parallel, 
with the western terminus at Gudyamns or 
San Diego,—their intrigues and long-winded 
speeches will avail them naught, Our route 
is the shortest and best, and unless civil war, 
or some other fearful calamity, should be in- 
flicted upon the nation, this road will be con- 
structed, and in running order, inside of the 
next five years,

The proper time to plant them, of course, de- 
pends much on the season, But it is: gend- 
rally done in March or Apri], The sets ore 
taken from the superfluous roots of the old 
hill, and are generally from eight to ten inch- 
es long. A proportion of the hills, say about 
one in a hundred, should be planted witk 
male roots. Unless this is done, the lop will 
form no seed, and be much lighter in weight. 
The male vine blossoms but beara no hop, 
Care should be taken, in planting, to cover 
them property, say from four to six inches in 
depth. They will soon commence growing, 
andif properly cultivated, will produce a 
small crop the first year. Many dọ not set 
poles to the hills the first season, but plant 9 
kernel or two of large western corn in each 
hill, for the hops to ran upon. It is best to 
have something for them to climb, as the hot 
summer sun 15 almost sure to burn off the 
young and tender vines, thus injuring their 
growth. Thoe second year the hops must be 
rovided with poles, setting two poles to 

each hill, and putting them about sixteen 
inches apart. ‘The best poles that I have 
cvet seen used are young redwood and fir 
saplings ; but as these cannot always be had, 
almost any hind of a pole will do, About 
sateen fect in the best lungth, and if the bot- 
toms of the poles, after sharpening, them, are 
dipped in boiling cnal tar, they will last much 
longer and richly repay the extra expense. 
After the vines are a foot or two in length, 
and begin to show a disposition to climb, two 
of the best Wind most vigorous shoots should 
be selected and tied to cach pole, and the bal-

a third shoot to cach pole, as a reserve 
in case one of the others should accidentally 
get broken off. Some cultivators put thice 
poles to the hill, but unless the land is very 
rich and the hill very thrifty, two will be 
found better than three. After the vines 
have nearly reached the top of the poles, 
they should ba pruned, and all the laterals 
from the giound to the height of four or five 
feet taken off. ‘This throws all the susten- 
ance into the remaining part of the vine, and 
makes the hops much larger. All this time 
the ground should be thoroughly cultivated 
and kept free from weeds. As the vines be- 
gin to acquire size and weight, the farmer 
should go through the field often, as some of 
the poles will unavoidably fall over and need 
rèpniring. The proper time to commence 
piching can readily be determined. The seed 
begins to turn its color, and the hop becomes 
firm, and if left to stand too long turns yel- 
low and looses much of its value. The grower 
should be ready with sufflċient help to pick 
them all in the space of two of three weeksi 
They are picked inté hampers made.of light 
scantling, with cloth sides and bottoms, and 
handles at each end, so that they can readily 
be carried to the dry house when full. Four 
pickers are generally placed at ench hamper, 
while one man cuta off the vines at the 
ground, pulls up the poles and Inys them 
across the hainpers. The dry house is a two 
story building, with a latticed floor to the 
second story, and ventilators in the roof, for 
the purpose of allowing the steam to esctpe. 
Upon the Intticed floor n carpet of baling 
cloth or sacking is spread, and upon this the 
hos that are picked through the day aro 
spread. As soon as the hampers are all emp- 
ticd for the day, fires aré built in the room 
below, either in stoves or With charcos) on 
the ground,‘and keptup all the night. The 
hops should be carefully turned over once or 
twice during the night. and if properly at- 
tended to will he dry in time to cléar the 
floor! for thie’ next day's picking. Care should 
betuken the first part of the night: not to 
have the fires too hot, ns they are liable to 
scorgh; until thoroughly wilted; after that 
there is but little danger. Scorching the hop

MORE INDIAN MURDERS. 


The Wallapai Indians Attack a Mail Party, 
Kill the Escort, Wound the Rider and Cap- 
ture the Mail, within Three Miles of a Camp 

of U, & Suldiers—They Brutally Mutilate 
the Lifeless Bodies of their Victims, Cut OF 
their Limbs, ete. 


Again we are called upon to record another 
inhuman butchery of white meu by Indian 
njurderers, which took place on the morning 
of Saturday, March 21st, 1868, at a point on 
the Prescott and Hardyville road, between 
Cam ‘Willows antl the Cottonwoods, eighty 
miles west from Prescott. We are indebted 
to private James Deine, of Go.-E, 14th U. S. 
Infantry, for the following account of the af- 
tair, as given him by the wounded mail rider, 
Charles Spencer; 

“Canr Wirow Grove, Arizona, 
March 23d, 1808. 

“I am extremely sorry to haye to inform you 
that Charles Spencer has been severely wounded 
by Indians, but, I am happy to state, not mor- 
tally. He ig now in the hospital, at this post, 
and is doing as well as could be expected. He, 
and the escort, started from this post with the 
mail for Hardyville and California, on the moru- 
ing of the 2Ist inst., at the usual time, 9 o'clock. 
Before they got to the Cottonwoods, four miles 
front here, they were fired into by a party of 
Wallapai Indians, and the escort, consisting of 
oa Troy and Private Flood, were killed 
at the first fire, as was, also, the mule whicb tbe 
mail carrier was riding. Spencer, as quick as 
possible, disongaged himselt trom the saddle, 
giabbed bis seyen-shooting rifle, and ran behind 
a grease-wood brusb, which was the only pro- 
tection cluse at hand. Soon after getting behind 
this cover, be saw a party of the savages go up 
to the dead bady of the corporal, strip and mu- 
tilate it. While they were engaged in this bru- 
tal work, Spencer kept np a steady fire on them, 
and bad the satisfaction of killing two of the red 
devils. The otbers then ran for shelter; Spencer 
did the same thing, and on reaching a sufe ie- 
treat, and just as he was about to get securely 
covered, he was fired apon by about a dozen In- 
diaus, who were hid behind some rocks, One of 
their shots hit him io the thigh, passing through 
the fleshy part, causing lim to fall. They then 
rushed towards him, thinking they bad him sure 
In this they were mistaken, for Chaney had not 
yet commenced to fight. He soon gathered bim- 
self up, and made the savages hunt their holes 
He then crawled into n cavity, between some 
rocks, and tooh a rest, which he needed. During 
all this time, a party of Indiana were stripping 
the bodics of the murdered soldiers, and cutting 
up the carcasses of the horses and mules, which 
ocenpied them for about twenty minutes They 
then surrounded Spencer, and tried to shoot him 
out, but he could shoot and hit, to, and they 
found that that was no go Then they tried to 
scare him out with yells, but he yelled back de- 
fiance at them, aud, whenever opportunity offer- 
ed, sent a bullet after them. Changing their 


tactics. they tried to blarney him by telling him 
to go home, that they did not want to hill bim 
and would not shoot any more. But he wauld 
not be blarneyed by them At length, about 4 
o'clock P. v.. they got up and dusted. The cause 
of their leaving was the appearance of a squad 
of soldiers sent from this post to ascertain the 
canse of the firing. which had been heard at the 
camp. The men came upon the dead body ot 
the corporal, hastened to camp and reported. 
when a wagon and twenty men. under Lieuten- 
Robinson, started to bring in the bodies. Spean- 
cer heard the rumbling of the wagon, but being 
unable to go to it, on acconnt of lameness from 
his wound. he yelled and discharged his pistol, 
by which means he attracted the attention of the 
Lieutenant to his situation. He was immediate- 
ly placed in the wagon and brought to camp. 
where all the care and attention necessary was 
and will be rendered him, by officers and men 
He says tbere were all of 75 Indians, wore than 
half ot whom were armed with guns.” 


Johnny O'Donnell, and the station-keeper 
at the Willows, who arrived here with the 
mail Saturday last, called upon us, and in 
their account of the above affair, blamed the 
ofticer m command at the Willows for not 
sending troops to the scene of conflict earlier 
in the day. They said that, upon hearing 
the firing, in the forenoon, he was asked to 
send out men, but did not then do so. In 
exculpation of his conduct, he says he looked 
for the arrival of Major Price and command, 
and took it for granted that the command 
was encamped at the Cottonwoods, and that 
it was they that did the shooting. Be this 
as it may, our humble opinion is that troops 
should have been sent out upon hearing the 
continuous finng. We bave been told, also, 
that Major Price was expected from the East, 
instead of from the West, and if this be the 
case, we cannot, for the hfe of us, account for 
the officer’s apathy. We do know that if 


citizens were placed in a similar position to 
that of the troops, they would have gone out 
and seen what the matter was. 

Up to this time; we have not learned any- 
thing in regard to the mail, but suppose that 
it, and the mule upon which it was packed, 
fell into the hands of the Indians. This mail 
left Prescott Thursday morning, March 19th. 
Those of our citizens who sent letters by it 
need not, of course, expect answers to them. 
Seerum and his warriors will probably destroy 
them. 

The details of tho fight and struggle for 
life made by Spencer, against 75 or 100 infu- 
riated savages, as related by O'Donnell, put 
‘us in mind of the heroic deeds of some of the 
pioneers of the * Dark and Bloody Ground.” 
Luckily for him, on starting in the morning, 
he provided himself with plenty of rifle and 
pistol cartridges, which enabled him to keep 
his enemies at bay for so long a time. Once, 
during the afternoon, a single Indian ap- 
proached Spencer's “fortification,” telling 
him, in broken English, to come out and go 
home, as they did not intend to kill any more 

soldier mon; said he and the other Indians 
were going home, and then walked off over a 
a hill, Spencer, soon after, placed his hat 
upon the remmer of his gun, raised it above 
the rocks, when, in an instant, it was riddled 
with bullets'iired by Indians who were se- 


creted in the vicinity, and who, no doubt, 
supposed his head was in the hat. As soon 


succor did not arrive, it waa his intention to 
craw] (for he could not walk) to the creek, 
wash and bathe his wound, and endeavor to 
reach the Willows. F 

This is the second time Spencer has been 
jumped by Indians in this Territory, and in 
both instances he hag proven himself to be a 
man of undoubted bravery and great presence 
of mind. The first time they attacked him 
was, while he was herding 4 band of horses 
and cattle at Banghart’s Ranch-in Chino Val- 
Jey, about a year ago, when by his coolness 
and bravery, he saved the most of the stock 
from falling into their hands. He has carried 
the mail over the Hardyville road for some 
time past, and has run many hair-breadth es- 
capes. 

In connection with this affair, a military 
gentleman says: “It hae been asserted that 
one man could travel over this road in safety ; 
that the Indians were tired of war, and longed 
for peace. This looks like it with a vengeance. 
Now I do not bélieve they want peace; the 
only peace they deserve ıs the peace that 
has no waking, I mean the peace of death. 
Let there bea war of extermination inaugu- 
rated against all hostile tribes, and no let up 
until they are swept from off the earth or lay 
down their arms and beg for peace.” Our sen- 
timents, exactly. 


BOUND FOR Arizona.—The San Bernardino 
(California) Guardian, of March 14th, says 
that a number of strangers passed through its 
town during the week, bound for Arizona. 
Let them come. There is plenty of room 
bere for a million people, and lots of chances 
to squat upon good tillable land, raise crops 
with but little exertion on their part, take 
up and develop mining claims, get a Govern- 
ment contract, or do almost anything else 
they may please. Now is the time to make 
locations and acquire property bere, before 
the grand rush of fortune seekers from the 
East to our favored Territory sets in, which 
will be just as soon as the Government sub- 
sidy is granted our railroad.

Cotoxet Horeroor and Capt. Schuy ler, of 
the Engineer corps connected with the 
Union Pacific Railroad, E. D., and party, with 
D. O'Leary as guide, left Fort Mohave on the 
5th of February last, for the purpose of fur- 
ther exploring the country lying between the 
two Colorados, and to improve the route, if 
possible. The party proceeded first to Part- 
ridge Creck, at which point it was thought 
that the grade might be diminished and the 
distance considerably shortened. In this, the 
engineers were perfectly successful, and in 
twelve days surveyed a line about thirty miles 
north of Partridge Creek, over an casy grade, 
lessening the distance 1714 miles, and inter- 
secting the line of the first survey at Law's 
Springs on the Beale route. Mr. O'Leary 
speaks ‘highly of the route. Capt. Schuyler, 
Mr. O'Leary and two others then procceded 
to explore the country north of the San Fran- 
cisco mountains, which region had been con- 
sidered impassable. Contrary to their expec- 
tations, and very much to their satisfaction, 
they found it almost a level plain, to a point 
where it will probably intersect the line of 
the former survey. It was the intention of 
Colonel Holbrook, to return along the line of 
the Survey to the Little Coloradg, but owing 
to the condition of the roads he concluded to 
take the whole train through north of the San 
Francisco mountains. Great credit is due to 
Colonel Holbrook and party for the care and 
perseverance manifested by them, in endeav- 
oring to discover the most feasible route for 
the railroad.

Letter from Williams’ Fork.

Four Hundred, Indiane left the Resereution. 
We have received a letter from Mr. Wm, 
Thompson, Superintendent for the Great Cen- 
tral Qopper Mining Company, of W ilinms 
Fork, Yuma county, this Territor , of date 
April 8th, which gives the following bad 
news for the whites: 
“The Indians are had around here, and I 
advise the miners around your place to look 
out for them, for they mo leaving the rescr- 
vation fast, notwithstanding the lettcis you 
get from La Paz, denying that any had left. 
The man that sent you letters telling you no 
Indians had left the seservation, ought to 
be hung by the miners, I send youa list, 
given mo by Mr. 'Chatles Genung, of the 
Captains of the Indians that have lately left 
the reservation: 
Apache Mohave, Ah-ho-cha-ca-ma, Ah-hot- 
cut-cha-walka; dyache Yuma, Par-a-ma; 
Yumas, Who-am, JIo-mar-a-wach, Hot-lee-he, 
Mohuwsa, Hat-e-arro, Was-a-mah, Ah-chone- 
ma-he, Mong-nicl, Hfo-co-me-to-hor. Each of 
these chich had from twenty-five to severty- 
five Indians, making about one hundred in all, 
lint have left the reservation, and, a» Alt 

Genung informs me, have gone back to their 
j old hunting grounds, to fight the whites if 
j they meet them. 

Now, I think, when a party of Indians 
| lease the reservation that the people of La 
Í Paz should send to the papers and make it 
known as soon fs possible, so that the miners 
and farmers would look out for them. In this 
little camp, one band passed through and stole 
about thirty head of cows, horsesand burros, 
and kiled one man within a mile of the mmes. 
Altho igh, at the same time, [had a man vut 
every few days loaling after the Wallapais, 
on the trails that they used fo come m on 
last year, we dul not think to look for Indi- 
ans by the reservation trail. so we got caught 
by them. They drove in four Mexiwans that 
‘T had out cutting prass, about two or thee 

mils from cump, firing at them with rifle 
_So you see they have begun the old game 
agun.
